BULK VICTORY FLAKED WHEAT 


Since the United Farmer govern¬ 
ment ha* held away in Alberta, the 
proceeding* of U.F.A. in annual con¬ 
vention, hold particular significance 
for the layman, as an index at future 
legislation. For that reason, much 
attention has focusseu on the recent 
convention. 

| Economic conditions as a rule have 
much to do with the tone of a con¬ 
vention, and the fact that the far¬ 
mers are confronted at present with 
grave difficulties, accounts no doubt 
for the extremist viewpoints pie- 
sented. 

. The United Farmers are however, 
in a responsible position. They are 
the party in power, legislating for 
the welfare not only of themselves 
but for all citizens. For that reason 
the narrowness evident in some of 
the resolutions, is alarming to those 
who are not of the U.F.A. They look 
with hope to the cautiousness of 
Premier Brownlee. 

One disturbing resolution was the 
passing of the 100 per cent compul¬ 
sory pool. In the opinion of many 
this was a grievous mistake, likely to 
re-act against farmer influence, and 
certainly costing the admiration oi 
many who formerly were supporters 
of U.F.A. ideas and ideals. The co¬ 
operative spirit has fallen under the 
iron fist of coercion, with underly¬ 
ing principles absolutely opposed. 

Another resolution extreme in its 
implication, was that which calls for 
the consolidation of all farmers buy¬ 
ing and selling into one central man¬ 
agement. 

Striking at the present uneconom¬ 
ical system of distribution, Mr. Ir¬ 
vine; M.P., said: “There are 60,000 
farmers of this province competing 
against each other every time they 
buy a pair of shoes.” He urged tne 
organization of the three prairie 
provinces into a centralized manage¬ 
ment for all buying and selling. 

This resolution asking the Direc¬ 
torate Board to go fully into tne 
question of large scale co-operative 
purchasing also passed. Judging by 
the Wheat Pool precedent, it is but a 
step from co-operative buying to 
compulsory buying.., No more free 
airT And inevitably bootlegging fol¬ 
lows compulsion. Freewill is the- bas¬ 
is of all Anglo-Saxon beliefs. 

But added to this, what thought 
was taken for the multitude of- busi¬ 
nesses now existing in the West? 
This resolution, if followed to a reas¬ 
onable conclusion, cuts ruthlessly in¬ 
to the livelihood of thousands upon 
thousands of people, who are after 
all not parasites of the fanner, but 
who buy freely of all his commodi¬ 
ties, and who have done their own 
far from negligible part in creating 
the present West. 

It would be considered a deliber¬ 
ately unfriendly act if all those out¬ 
side the U.F.A. portals, were to band 
together pledged to buy their eggs 
from China, their butter from Aus¬ 
tralia, their flour from Russie, their 
bacon from United States. Yet 
would it be any more unfriendly than 
the deliberate move to withdraw all 
patronage from struggling business¬ 
es of the West, which are suffering 
with the farmer under the economic 
strain, and are suffering in many 
cases through the farmers’ inability 
to pay. 

However this Utopian scheme of 
Wm. Irvine’s in which the prairie 
West is swept bare of all but the far¬ 
mer and his hired man, is unlikely 
of immediate fulfilment. 

The co-operative ideals of the wise 
Henry Wood, of many of his follow¬ 
ers and an army of outsiders, cannot 
degenerate to compulsion without 
causing dissension within U. F. A. 
ranks. The Alberta Farm body has 
won sympathy and support outside 
; ts ranks, because of the moderation 
of its leaders. The surest way to 
alienate this support is by a spirit of 
ruthlessness and disregard for the 
rights of others. 

Happy days will come again, but it 
seems a pity that they didn’t come 
before the holding of the 1981 U.F.A. 
convention. There is little doubt 
that this may be the secret opinion 
of many solid farmer members.

RETAILERS SUFFER 


At a meeting between representa¬ 
tives of the Retail Merchants Associ¬ 
ation and the government, it was dis¬ 
closed that the Alberta farmers owe 
merchants of the province about $40,- 
000,000. Outside of the cities of 
Calgary and Edmonton, the sum of 
$5,429,073 is owing to 577 merchants. 

Some relief through better protec¬ 
tion was asked from the government 
and as a result of representations it 
is possible that there may be chang¬ 
es in the Small Debts Recovery Act, 
Merchants Lien Act and Public 
Health Act. 

It is requested that the Mechanics 
Lien Act be amended to conform with 
the act in Ontario which allows the 
surplus of the proceeds from the 
sale of any chattels to be paid over 
to the original owner. The Attorney 
General however was more disposed 
to the surplus being paid into Court. 
) The amendment suggested to the 
"Small Debts Recovery, was that the 
small debt magistrate should have 
power to issue a warrant ordering 
the debtor to appear before him for 
examination, and that so long as the 
debtor did not comply with such or¬ 
ders, that he be brought by warrant 
before the magistrate from time to 
time for further examination. 

Stricter regulations were asked in 
the matter of farmers selling pro¬ 
duce direct to consumers. The Pub¬ 
lic Health Act, it was pointed out, 
should apply to farmers and they 
should be subject to the same rules 
of inspection as any storekeeper to 
the same rules of inspection as any 
storekeeper to protect the consumer.

Interesting Talk About Russian Con¬ 
ditions and Developments 


From the revolution of 1917 to 1 
1927 conditions in Russia were unbe¬ 
lievably bad. Gariy in 1923, Stalin 
and his associates inaugurated the 
Five Year Plan. This aimed at the 
development of Russia agricultural¬ 
ly :wid industrially so that by 1933 
she will produce twice as much as 
before the war. To carry out the 
plan they must have complete con¬ 
trol of the country’s agricultural out¬ 
put. 

7l\ey started the program of state 
farms and collective farms. 

On state farms, the workers are 
hired at regular daily wages. The 
largest of these farms is 560,- 
000 acres, of which 287^000 acres was 
under cultivation in 1930. Headquar¬ 
ters forms a modern city, the homes 
somewhat like rows of Barracks, cen¬ 
trally heated, electrically lighted, etc. 
There is a large recreation building, 
a daily newspaper, etc. The buildings 
on the largest state farm costs five 
million, the machinery three and a 
half million including 225 tractors, 
230 combines, 450 tractor drills, etc. 
The yield on tlys state farm was said 
to be double that of surrounding in¬ 
dividual farms, with lower produc¬ 
tion cost. 

Collective Farms 

Collective farms on the other hand 
are a group of small farms under one 
central management, each member 
with his own dwelling, cow, pigs, 
garden, etc. The land, machinery 
and horses are Commune property. 
The management consists of three 
directors, all of which ijje elect*si by 
members. Directors allot the work. 
Members receive advances of goods 
through government stores, and af¬ 
ter harvest, returns are divided 
amongst members according to hours 
and quality of effort. The returns to 
members of these collective farms is 
said to be more than that of the indi¬ 
vidual peasant, working independent-

THAT ISLAND BREED 


Loath as we may be to give too 
much free publicity to Prince Edward 
Island there is no doubt that they 
have produced a few good ones there. 
The Left Hand Columnist of tne 
Lethbridge Herald apparently thinks 
highly of that snuggest (now, type¬ 
setter don’t make it “smuggest”) 
little Island of the Seven Seas. He 
checks up on the famous sons, but 
should be reproached for omitting 
the notables now in High River. Let 
him tell it: 

That little Island Province in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence raises more 
than silver foxes and potatoes. It 
produces men of strong intellectual 
powers, men who have moved far 
along in their chosen professions. 
Only the other day mention was 
made of the death of a noted New 
York lawyer, a brother of Jacob 
Gould Schurmun, former president 
nt Cornel University, and lated U. S. 
Ambassador to Germany. These 
Schurman brothers left their Prince 
Edward Island home in early lite 
tnd rapidly rose to prominence in the 
United States. It is only a few 
years ago that Alberta had two Ro¬ 
man Catholic church prelates, whose 
place of birth was the Island prov¬ 
ince. Bishop McNally, now of Ham¬ 
ilton, was at Calgary, and Archbish¬ 
op O’Leary who is still at Edmonton. 
No wonder that we said the otheT 
day that Ewan MacKenzie was nev- 
hesitant in admitting that Prince 
Edward Island was his birthplace. 
Judge Hyndman, who has just been 
appointed chairman of the Pensions 
Appeal Tribunal, is a Prince Edward 
Islander also, and is his wife, a 
daughter of the late Sir Louis Davies 
once Minister of Marine and Fisher¬ 
ies and later Chief Justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court. Sir Louis was one of 
the few Islanders to sit in Parlia¬ 
ment at Ottawa as a full fleged Cao- 
inct Minister. P.E.I. has had minis¬ 
ters without portfolio frequently out 
iir Louis directed a department and 
was one of the Ministers close to the 
late Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Another 
laughter is the wife of Bolton Ala 
grath, son of C. A. MagTath, the for- 
.nor Lethbridge mayor and M. P. 
ifter increasing the contingency re¬

Eggs Never Were So Low in Price 
During Winter 


While the open winter has been a. 
source of thanksgiving for many 
reasons, nevertheless it has had its 
share in reducing the farm income. 
Eggs have not at any time reached 
the high mark of other years, and 
for the most part have fallen far be¬ 
low usual levels. Last year at this 
time they were round 50 and 55c, 
while now the same substantial food 
can be bought for 20c. It is true 
that there are greater quantities to 
sell but there is not much profit in 
eggs at 20c. Nor is there the feeling 
of conquest in persuading the poultry 
flocks to pay dividends. Any old Jien 
will lay eggs that year, while in prev 
ous years it took expert poultry 
knowledge to put eggs on the mar¬ 
ket in January. - • 

Dairy butter also has not reached 
or maintained the prices of other 
years. 

While the purchasers of these com¬ 
modities a(? benefitting by the low 
prices, there n*-ver was a time when 
the farmer so needed * good prices. 
Many have looked to the much herald 
ed ‘butter and eggs” to help them 
substantially ir. getting through the 
winter. But they have been doomed 
to disappointment.
